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U.S. Has No Power 
Over Schools--Ex-Dean 


An Indiana constitutional lawyer and former dean of Notre 
Dame university's law school declared here today he felt the 
federal government has no power over public education. 

Questioned on Louisiana's right to interpose its sovereignty 
in school integration, Dr. Clarence Manion of South Bend, com, 


mented: 

“As I interpret the constitution, 
the federal government has the 
right to see that nobody is de- 
prived of the right to vote re 
gardiess of race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude, and 
federal intervention to preserve 
the right to vote, done by a 


~———.-- proper law of Congress, is entire- 


ly right and proper, but, as I in- 
terpret it, I think it ends at that 
point. , 

“I don't think it carries over 
to education, traffic and the like.” 

Manion, a drumbeater for Con- 
servative political philosophy, de- 
clared he could not predict the 
outcome of Louisiana efforts to 
interpose itself between the edicts 
of the federal government be- 
cause it “is a question never an- 
swered in law.” 

He said Thomas Jefferson 
»maintained interposition is possi- 
ble and that the War Between 
ithe States was the result of the 
difference in belief, but that it 
never was settled in law. 

“This matter of interposition,” 
Manion said in an interview, 
“is another way of saying where 
the state is a defendant against 
the federal government it can 
w'n. The state is supposed to 
be just as sovereign as the 
federal government.” 

The 10th Amendment gives to 
the states ‘those “powers not 
reserved” to the United States, 

-he explained. Just where the 
dividing line lies is a matter of” 
interpretation, he said. 

The visitor indicated, how- 
ever, that the U.S. supreme 
court might use its ‘‘legal prece- 
dent’”’ set in the 1954 integration 
decision to defeat Louisiana on 
the matter of powers over pub- 
lic education. 

Right to Impose 

“There is no question about 
the constitutional right to equal 
suffrage, but that is cornpletely 
unrelated to school segrega- 
tion,’’ he said. 

Manion said that Louisiana 
certainly has the right to inter- 
pose its sovereignty whether it 
is decided in the state’s favor 
or not, 

But the right of individual 
members of the United States 
is slipping away, in Manion’s 
view, and he said conservatism 
is winning inroads as a result. 
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Vote Conservative 

He said all of the Nixon vote 
was conservative in opposition 
to Kennedy's vast “‘give every- 
body, everywhere, everything’ 
program. And 20 per cent of 
Kennedy’s vote, he said, were 
conservatives of the South and 
other places who followed be- 
cause of the party label. 

Manion said he is “an old- 
fashioned Southern Democrat, 
born in Kentucky. 


He said conservative has be- 
come a bad word when it should 
be considered in the same vein 
as “conservationist.” The con- 
servatives aim to conserve the 
nation’s Jegal and spiritual re- 
sources, he said. 

Right to Limit 

The individual's right to limit 
his government, Manion ob-, 
served, should .also include the 
right to enjoin the use of tax 
monies for unconstitutional pur- 


poses, 

He blasted foreign aid as 
totally unconstitutional and a 
drain on the .country’s dollar 
resources. 

Asked if he would do away 
with foreign aid completely, he 
replied: “‘Absolutely. It is time 
we got somebody to aid us. 

“‘We must establish American 


strength to hold our position in 


the world. The thing that wins 
international presige is not 
friendship, but respect. As long 
as we are strong’*we are going 
to be all right.”

Basic tw the programs is the 
notion that self-reliance is an 
impossible policy for big urban 
centers, 

These are unwarranted ideas, 
There is no reason to believe 
that making a Federal Depart- 
ment of Urban Affairs city hall 
for all America will result in 
a cure of urban ills, How can 
Federal bureaucrats in Wash- 
ington know more about the 
problems of Charleston, S, C,, 
Nashville, Tennessee, Shreve- 
port, La,, and other cities than 
the city fathers of those commu - 
nities? Obviously, they cannot, 

If city fathers have to run to 
Washington for help w keep 
their communities afloat, then 
there must be bad management 
in a great many city halls, 
There must be an appalling 
lack of community vision and 
enterprise, 

Indeed one can conclude that 





demands for Federal] Aid may 
be a measure of municipal in- 
competence, If a city can’t keep

federal union of states, is written by the Louisiana legislature, 
And where does the legislature get its authority? From the 
people of Louisiana -- from the consent of the governed. 
. And just what is the policy of the State of Louisiana as it applies 
to the all-important question of education? Segregated schools! 
It’s very simple, And it's very workable, And it has advanced 
the cause of human dignity beyond anything that has ever happened 
in the State, And it has been done without trouble, without violence 
without hatred, 
The schools are segregated by race, 
Just like many schools are segregated by sex. 
And all churches are segregated by denominations. 
And veteran groups are segregated based on wartime service, 
And cities are segregated from parishes (counties) by boundary 
lines, 
Ever since the American Republic was founded the Supreme Court 


has ruled that the maintenance of separate but equal schools was 


constitutional, 
And all of these courts have understood that there would be some 


schoojs that had a skylight, and others without them; and some 
schools would be built of brick, and others of concrete block or 
lumber; and that some would have bands and football teams, and 
others would not; and some would have teachers with degrees 
from one college, and some from another. 

Still, the “*separate but equal” ruling prevailed, : 

It prevailed, that is, until the present Supreme Court was ap- 
pointed, And this court included selection of a chief justice with- 
out prior judicial] training or experience of any consequence, but 
with broad political appeal and influence and with unusual sociolo- 
gical] theories of-his own, 

And this court ruled that, according to its interpretation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, the “‘separate but equal’ doctrine was 
discriminatory and unconstitutional, 

“What all other courts before it found to be right and just and 
constitutional the new order ruled against, overturned, 

Of course, the validity of the Fourteenth Amendment itself is 
questioned by many constitutional lawyers. 

What remedy, what recourse does a State have against the federal 
tyranny? 


INTERPOSITION IS THE ANSWER 

And interposition, although it is tied up in legal language that 
is hard for most laymen to understand, is a weapon against ty- 
ranny that has been employed by some of the most distinguished 
names in American history, 

This is a time of trial, It is a period that requires calm heads 
and stout hearts, 

It is a time when the citizens of Louisiana should stand solidly 
behind the governor, the legislature, the superintendent of schools 
and all others who spearhead the battle against government en- 
croachment, 

This is the time when the people of America will be able to 
determine whether or not they live in a nation of 50 sovereign 
states from which the federal government derives its authority, 
or whether they are ruled by an all-powerful central authority 
that has absolutely refused to recognize the role of the states.

And the main issue is really a very simple one: Will the citi- 
zens of Louisiana stand up for what America really stands for, 
or will they capitulate in the hour of decisior.? ;

The American On The Court - 


(Reprinted from THE INDIANAPOLIS STAR) 


The choice of Philip C. Jessup to sit as a judge on 
the International Court of Justice adds an odd twist to 
the persistent campaign to bring about repeal of the 
Connally Reservation. This is the brief amendment by 
which the U.S. reserves the right to determine whether 
a.disputed matter is essentially domestic and not sub- 
ject to World Court Jurisdiction. 

The World Court has 15 members, and traditionally 
one of them is an American. The judges are elected 
technically as individuals, rather than as representatives. 
of nations. The electing is done by the United Nations 
General Assembly and the Security Council. Nomina-. 
tiohs are made by legal advisory panels of the various 
nations. Some of the other groups nominated the pres- 
ent American on the court, Judge Green H. Hackworth, 
for re-election, but the American panel passed him up 
and proposed Jessup. Hackworth subsequently with- 
drew. 

Part of the controversy over the Connally Reserva- 
tion revolves around the point of the individuality—as 
opposed to the nationality—of the judges. It is naive to 
expect any Communist official to act officially as any- 
thing but a representative of his own Communist na- 
tion and the Communist conspiracy. There are two 
Communist judges on the present court. 

It follows that the American judge on the court 
is expected to view cases in the light of American pre- 
cepts of law. This expectation has formed one of the 
arguments used by opponents of the Connally Reserva- 
tion. They have pointed out that there is an American 
on the court to present the American view, and to pro- 
tect against any court action which might intrude into 
American domestic affairs or do violence to the U.S. 
Constitution. This point is used to buttress the argu- 
ment that the World.Court can safely be trusted to 
make its own determination of the line between inter- 
national affairs and domestic affairs. 

In the light of all this, we should have thought that 
those with the power of choice in their hands would 
have sought, as the American on the court, a staunch 
and outspoken protagonist of American constitutional- 
ism. In particular we'd expect a man who would in-. 
spire confidence among those conservative Americans 
fighting to keep the Connally Reservation. 

Philip Jessup is not such a man. Throughout his 
career his dominant field has been international law. 
This is a sterling attribute for a judge on an interna- 
tional bench, but other qualities do not recommend him 
as the man who is to be relied on as an advocate of the 
American Constitution. 

He was chairman of the Pacific Council of the Insti- 
tute of Pacific Relations, in the period when that organ- 
ization was under intense fire for its leftward leanings. 

He was assistant secretary general of the Bretton 
Woods conference and was a member of the United 
States delegation to the meeting at San Francisco in 
which the U.N. was formed. In these enterprises he 
was closely associated with Alger Hiss, who was con- 
victed of perjury. Jessup was a character witness for 
Hiss when Hiss was tried on charges of lying. 

Jessup was senior advisor to Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, and was editor of Acheson’s white paper on 
the role of the United States in the loss of China to the 
Reds. 

Jessup’s loyalty was challenged twice by Senate sub- 
committees. In the first challenge he was cleared. As, 
a result of the second he was denied Senate confirma- 
tion of an appointment as delegate to the United 
Nations. 

We do not see how a man with his history, however 
competent he may be in the field of international law, 
can be expected to represent the United States or Amer- 
ican constitutional law on the bench of the World Court. 

Conservatives no doubt will now intensify their bat- 
tle to preserve the Connally Reservation so that the 
U.S. retains clear power to keep domestic matters out 
of the World Court.

Thus the order this week to bring 
home the wives and children of service- 
men overseas; we can no longer afford 
to keep them. Henceforth the military 
stores must “Buy America’; and so 
must our foreign aid agency, the Inter- 
national Cooperation Administration, 
which was founded, ironically, to pour 
American dollars abroad. Missions 
overseas must be curtailed. And finally 
we must plead with Britain, Japan, 
West Germany and others not only to 
buy American themselves but to come 
to our rescue with foreign aid pro- 
grams of their own. . 

But however ridiculous this sounds, 
there is nothing amusing in the pros- 
pect of the fall of the dollar from its 
once unquestioned preeminence among 
the moneys of the world. For there is 
not only the fact, as Mr. Eisenhower 
noted, that the dollar had become an 
essential cornerstone in international 
finance but also the fact that the in- 
tegrity of our money is tial to our 
own economic well-being and military 
security. 

And we can find nothifig amusing, 
either, in the way the dollar has been 
brought to its present shabby estate. — 

For it has*been brought to this point 
only by our own consummate foolish- 
ness. At the end of World War II the 
U.S. dollar, for all that it had suffered 
some inflation, was without peer 
among the. moneys of the world. So 
much so that it seemed essential that 
we use some of them to rebuild our 
war-torn allies, out of gratitude, and 
our former enemies, out of charity. 
This we did, and we suppose: there are 
few Americans today who regret it. 

But this picture of ourselves as the 
great and rich America insiduously 
grew into that of an America with end- 
less resources. We began to be bom- 
barded with speeches about how we 
could support the whole free world and 
how we could, at one and the same 
time, grow richer ourselves by man- 
ufacturing an endless supply of these 
good, sound American p= My What, 
after all, was a little inflation in a coun- 
try that could produce as much as this 
one 


Anyone who said otherwise was an 


r’s note: 


old curmudgeon. And so year after year 
our Government ran great deficits to 
try to give the people at home every- 
thing they wanted all at once and to 
pour billions of dollars around the 
world. Only in the last few years has 


there been any real effort to curb this” 


Government spending, and even then 
the billions were still poured abroad 
and more were sought. 

What happened, it seems to us, was 
bound to happen. Just a little over a 
year ago, in September, 1959, this news- 
paper reported that the officials in 
Washington who watched the books 
were already concerned at what infla- 
tion at home was doing to our foreign 
trade and what the huge give-away of 
dollars was doing to our balance of pay- 
ments position. The only difference now 
is that the fiscal crisis then foreseen by 
a few can be discerned by nearly 
everybody. 

In the last three years alone the 
U.S. has paid out $10 billion more 
than it received from abroad. The re- 
sulting deficits have been settled with 
our foreign creditors by outflows of 
gold and by increases in our dollar 
liabilities to other nations; since the 
end of 1957 the U.S. has lost some $4.5 
billion of its gold stock. 

Now it is true enough, as Mr. 
Eisenhower says, that the resultant 
pressure on the U.S. dollar is not be- 
yond repair. The dollar remains a 
major currency of the world and its 
value, though shaken, stil] holds. There 
is a crisis only in the sense that we 
have come to a turning point, a de- 
cisive moment in which the illness 
can go ane way or the other. 

But make no mistake about that. 
No government would make the kind 
of statement about its currency that 
was made this week by the President 
unless it was compelled to do so by 
the force of events; Mr. Eisenhower 
himself said that it had been carefully 
considered for weeks. The U.S. dollar 
hangs in the balance between the pres- 
ervation of its value and its devalua- 
tion. 

And make no mistake in thinking 
that the small steps taken this week 
will alone preserve the balance; at 
the most they will “‘save’’ a billion dol- 
lars, and that only in time. The ail- 
ment is rooted in basic fiscal policies 
of many years’ duration and it can be 
cured only by basic fiscal policies, 
and that means the policies of the in- 
coming Administration. We are going 
to. have to cut deeply into all our 
spending, foreign and domestic. 

The lesson of all this is an ancient 
one—no nation, however rich, can go 
on forever abusing its financial re- 
sources with profiligacy. When it does, 
mo man can name the day but any 
man can be certain that one day the 
chickens will come home to roost.

The Independent American 
Party In Michigan 


The New Party Convention sponsored by THE INDEPENDENT 
AMERICAN in October of 1959 was the starting point of the con- 


servative political movement in Michigan, Thomas B, Staffin of 


Detroit worked with several existing taxpayer, independent farmer, 
libertarian, and neighborhood improvement groups to recruit able 
and tested leadership for the building of THE INDEPENDENT AMER- 
ICAN PARTY of Michigan, 

The first job Staffin set out to do was to recruit a representative 
number of hard workers from various organizations throughout the 
State of Michigan, The second step was the adoption of a platform, 


~ The third step was getting enough signatures on officially approved 


petitions to qualify the INDEPENDENT AMERICAN PARTY to 
appear on Michigan ballots, 

Circulators of petitions ran into trouble such as being harassed 
by local police at the suggestion of frightened Democrat politicians, 
There was the difficulty of getting people to sign the petition in 


EXACTLY the same way as their names appeared on the voter re-> 


gistration rolls, This important petition signing activity proceeded 
all during the winter months and was finally completed in May of 
1960, 

Two problems now faced the small group of determined men and 
women, First was to get thousands of copies of their platform into 
the hands of voters throughout the state and thus let the people know 
that a new conservative political force was in the making in Mich- 
igan, Another task was to recruit sufficient numbers of candidates 
so that each candidate would be a responsible and energetic sales- 
man for the principles of the INDEPENDENT AMERICAN PARTY 
OF MICHIGAN, 

The first state convention of the party confirmed the offices of 
Thomas Staffin as Chairman, Hubert P, Underwood as Secretary, 
and John A, Smith as Treasurer, The Convention officially adopte ! 
the platform and nominated twenty Presidential Electors. Because 
the Party had been able toobtain the full time services of an organ- 
izer for three months, the party was able to put on the ballot some 
ninety (90) candidates less than eight months after a few men had 
determined to start anew political party in Michigan, This achieve- 
ment was important because each candidate in addition to putting out 
his own campaign card also was responsible for the distribution of 
the platform of the party. 

Eight men ran for the U.S, House of Representatives, One man 
for Senator, thirteen ran for State Senator, and forty ran for State 
Representative, 

As we go to press fina] and complete returns have not been re- 
ceived from Michigan, but regardless of the numberof votes counted 
the important result is that these men and women under the inspired 
leadership of Thomas B, Staffin have proved that good Americans can 
create a new political party in order to give the people a choice,

“Schumpeter did not credit Keynes with a single major im- 
provement in the technique of economic analysis, His ad- 
miration was confined to the skill with which Keynes con- 
structed a vehicle to convey his ideology--an ideology that, 
in Schumpeter’s view, rivals Marx in undermining the 
pillars of capitalism,"

action; was terminated in March
